Allen 
emphasized how all chan¬ 
nels of media must work 
alongside public relations 
professionals in order to stay 
abreast of community and 
even national news. She said 
that without help from public 
relations, many stories that 
affect our society would 
never reach television broad¬ 
casts or other media outlets. 

In addition to Allen, sev¬ 
eral alumni guests were wel¬ 



comed. Each alumnus 
majored in public relations 
at LSUS. The alumni were 
asked to stand and intro¬ 
duce themselves and 
explain where they worked 
and how their jobs deal 
with public relations.

Students, Chancellor ‘chat’ about school

The Student Success 
Series requires all scholar¬ 
ship recipients to earn 10 
points every semester 
through participation in 
educational programs, 
career exploration activi¬ 
ties, student organizations, 
intermural sports, and a 
number of entertainment 
activities offered on cam¬ 
pus. One of these activities 
includes “Chanttin’ with 
the Chancellor,” which took 
place on Tuesday, 
November 24 in the U.C. 
Ballroom. 

More than 30 students 
showed up for a chance to 
talk with Chancellor 
Marsala. He began by wel¬ 
coming everyone and wish¬ 
ing them a “Happy 


Thanksgiving.” Questions 
fluttered in from various 
students. Jessica 

Porterfield, a junior psy¬ 
chology major with a minor 
in business administration, 
expressed concern with

spring scheduling. She 
said, “Every class I need to 
take is scheduled for 9:10 
on Tuesday and Thursday 


mornings.” Marsala said 
this issue needed to be 
brought to the attention of 
Porterfield’s advisor. 

Other concerns that were 
expressed had to do with 
the renovation of the sci¬ 
ence building. 

Various students were 
concerned that labs will not 
be able to be offered 
because of the renovation, 
thus setting them back in 
their curriculum. It is true 
that some labs will not be 
offered, however nothing 
will change about the ones 
that students were told they 
would be able to take. 

Another concern 

expressed had to do with 
the athletic fee. One stu¬ 
dent did not understand the 
fee’s purpose. Marsala told 
her it primarily funds the 
baseball team. The reason 


for this is because the fee 
could not support all teams. 
“That would mean about 
$4,000 for coaches-these 
are high school coaches, 
doing us a favor,” Marsala 
said. The student proceed¬ 
ed by stating that she did 
not even know that LSUS 
had a baseball team. 
Porterfield supported her by 
saying, “I would love to go 
to the ball games, but f 
don’t even know when they 
are.” In turn, Marsala men¬ 
tioned that more publicity 
would be given to the base¬ 
ball team. 

Other topics that were 
mentioned included the 
parking problem, which 
probably will not be solved 
any time soon, and Greek 
housing, which seems to be 
out of the league at this 
point because as Marsala 


put it, “It is just too expen¬ 
sive.” The possibility of a 
daycare facility was also 
mentioned. 

A new code of conduct 
has been implemented and 
was also addressed on 
Tuesday morning. It was 
pointed out that in the past, 
a student caught cheating 
would be dealt with accord¬ 
ingly by the professor. 
However, now, a student 
caught cheating will be 
brought before a board of 
advisors for academic mis¬ 
conduct. A hearing will 
take place, and if decided a 
student will not only 
receive an “F” in his/her 
course, but an “XF” signi¬ 
fying failure for academic 
misconduct. This will go 
on the transcript and follow 
the student through his/her 
academic career. 
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LSUS will host a debate tournament Dec. 4-5 in 
Bronson Hall. Students and faculty may attend any 
of the events. Flight A events will include: persua¬ 
sive speaking, duo dramatic interpretation, poetry 
interpretation, extemporaneous speaking and com¬ 
munication analysis. Flight B events will include: 
informative speaking, dramatic interpretation, prose 
interpretation, program oral interpretation, impromp¬ 
tu speaking and after dinner speaking.

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Speaker revealed government conspiracy

Robert Hastings of 
Albuquerque, N.M., visit¬ 
ed LSUS Friday, Nov. 20, 
to give a lecture and slide 
show about “The Hidden 
History” of UFOs. The 
presentation took place in 
the U.C. Theater, and con¬ 
cerned the efforts by the 
government over the last 
decade to cover up UFO 
sightings. The lecture 
lasted approximately 90 
minutes and included 
information from several 
researchers, including 
Hastings, on the topic of 
UFOs. 

Flastings’ interest in the 
unknown began in 1967 
when he was visiting 
Malmstrom Air Force 
Base, near Great Falls, 
Mont. He was at an air 
traffic control tower when 
five UFOs were tracked 
on radar for several min¬ 
utes. Hastings’ said that 


the Air Force launched 
jets to intercept the 
objects, but when they 
closed in, the UFOs 
ascended vertically at 
speeds far beyond the 
capability of any 
conventional air 
craft, 

Hastings is an 
independent researcher 
and lecturer and has 
visited over 500 colleges 
and universities over the 
past 17 years. His purpose 
in lecturing is to bring the 
public information that 
has been concealed from 
them for such long periods 
of time. In the presenta¬ 
tion, Hastings referred to 
documents that were pre¬ 
viously classified that are 
now available to the pub¬ 
lic via the Freedom of 
Information Act. He said 
that the documents contain 
evidence that undoubtedly 
confirms the existence of 
UFOs. The documents 
reveal information about 



UFOs entering highly sen¬ 
sitive airspace over 
nuclear weapons sites, 
such as the Los Alamos 
National 
Laboratory, 
a site 
jdesig- 
'nated 
Tor the 
construc¬ 
tion of 
'nuclear weapons. 
Other documents include 
data concerning sightings 
of UFOs above nuclear 
missile launchers and 
nuclear weapons storage 
bunkers. 

A FBI memo, dated 
March 22, 1950, 

addressed to J. Edgar 
Hoover, reported that “fly¬ 
ing saucers” crashed in 
New Mexico and were 
recovered by the Air 
Force. Aboard the crafts 
were found “bodies of 
human shape, but only 
three feet tall.” This was 
only one of hundreds of 


FBI documents concern¬ 
ing UFOs. 

Hastings said that 
despite repeated denials 
by the government, these 
objects are of extreme 
concern to the highest lev¬ 
els of the U.S. Air Force 


and other military intelli¬ 
gence organizations. 
Many attempts of aerial 
intercept of UFOs are 
mentioned in these docu¬ 
ments, but all have been 
supposedly unsuccessful.

Once again, it’s that time 
of the semester when 
palms sweat, hearts race, 
and coffee profits skyrock¬ 
et - Finals Week! It’s that 
week when you get to hear 
every friend you 
have 
com 
plain 


about 
how his or 
her week of 
exams is more miserable 
than yours. You know, 
that five day period when 
you plan to make up for all 
you neglected to do during 
the preceding fifteen 
weeks. While such a week 
is inevitable for all LSUS 
students, you can survive, 
and you can even be suc¬ 
cessful, if you are willing 
to go that extra mile. Here 
are a few helpful hints to 
ease the anxieties of finals 
week: 

First of all, plan ahead; 
decide which classes you 
need to study the most for 
and set aside time for them 
accordingly. Use common 
sense; you probably will 
not have to study quite as 
much for a badminton 
exam as you will for a cal¬ 
culus or physics test. 
After you have planned, 
start studying. Stop laugh¬ 
ing. some people begin 
early, though most college 
students are procrastina¬ 
tors. The night before an 
exam should not be the 
first time you review 
material for the test. Try 
to study for at least an 
hour or so each day for 
two to three days prior to 
the exam. If you can do 
this, you are likely to be 
more content with the 
results than the night 


before method. Studying 
early may cause you to 
sacrifice some of your 
social life, but keep in 
mind that it is only for one 
week, and then you will be 
as free as a bird for a 
month or so as far as 
exams are concerned. 

When it comes to 
studying, one of 
the most 
effective 
ways to 
retain 
infor¬ 
mation 
is to 
write 
i t 
down. 
A few 
sug¬ 
ges¬ 
tions for 
gathering 
information 
to study are: 
Outline chapters 
from your textbooks by 
highlighting main points 
and important vocabulary, 

rewrite lecture- 

notes, or copy 
down major ideas 
from other sources 
your instructor used 
throughout the 
semester. Making 
flash cards is anoth¬ 
er popular way of 
learning basic 
material. Ask 
friends to quiz you 
with the cards and 
do the same for 
them. 

Study groups are 
often helpful, as 
long as you study. 
Contributing infor¬ 
mation can elimi¬ 
nate some of the 
time that each per¬ 
son takes to find 
worthy study mate¬ 
rials. Groups may 
also be helpful in 
posing questions 
that you might not 
have thought about 
on your own. Each 
person in the group 
should have some¬ 
thing to offer, 
whether it be infor¬ 
mation, explana¬ 
tions of difficult 
subject matter, or 
even just a sense of 
humor to keep 


everyone else awake. 

Speaking of staying 
awake, be sure that you get 
enough sleep to keep your 
mind alert during the five 
day period. Try not to 
completely deprive your¬ 
self of sleep. Your brain 
cannot function as well 
when you have gone days 
without sleeping. It is 
understandable that a few 
late nights may be in 
order, but if you start 
studying a few days before 
the test, you should not 
have to see the sun rise 
during an all night study 
session. While study¬ 
ing, stay away from 
large doses of caffeine. 
Consuming gallons of 
coffee or soft drinks usu¬ 
ally gives you the boosts 
of energy that you want, 
but they can sometimes be 
more bad than good. Too 
much caffeine or sugar in 
your system can make 
you restless and 
unable to focus. 
Attempt to eat more 


fruits and drink more 
water during high times of 
stress. The fruit has natur¬ 
al sugar and does not 
cause the restlessness that 
excessive amounts of 
candy and soft drinks 
often do. The water will 
keep your body hydrated. 
Also, avoid using caffeine 
pills or instant energy 
products that are not con¬ 
sidered vitamins or natural 
supplements. 


These types of pills can be 
addictive and often have 
the same effects as large 
amounts of caffeine and 
sugar. 

Studying early and 
keeping your body healthy 
by working out and eating 
right can make your finals 
week a little less stressful 
and a lot more productive. 
Good luck to everyone on 
their exams and may the 
force be with you.
